THE PUBLISHERS’ CONGRESS. 

[Editorial Correspondence.] 

London, June 10, 1899. 

The International Congress of Publishers 
at London—third of its kind, following those 
at Paris and at Brussels—was a distinct suc¬ 
cess, not so much for immediate results as for 
the intercourse and good feeling it promoted 
among publishers, and for the.suggestions it 
made and the lines it laid down for the future. 
Most of the book-producing countries were 
represented, by authorized delegates from 
publishers’ and booksellers’ associations, as 
well as by many individual publishers, par¬ 
ticularly from England, France, and Germany. 
As the United States, which had no represen¬ 
tatives at previous congresses, has, unfortu¬ 
nately, no general association of publishers, 
the American Publishers’ Copyright League 
named delegates in the persons of Mr. W. VV. 
Appleton, Mr. J. Henry Harper, Mr. G. H. 
Putnam, and Mr. R. R. Bowker. As Mr. Ap¬ 


pleton had left London, and Mr. Harper did 
not reach it for the meeting, Mr. F. H. Dodd 
was made a delegate, and with Mr. Putnam 
and Mr. Bowker officially represented the 
United States. Several other American pub¬ 
lishers were present, including Mr. D. C. 
Heath, who read the only paper presented by 
an American, Mr. Henry B. Barnes, Mr. 
Silver, and others. The leading London pub¬ 
lishers, Mr. John Murray, the Longmans, 
Mr. Frederick Macmillan, Mr. A. and Mr. R. 
B. Marston, Mr. Heinemann, Mr. Cross of 
Cassell’s, Mr. T. Fisher Unwin, and others 
were present, and such representatives of 
France as M. Fouretof Hachette’s, M. Masson, 
and M. Layus; and of Germany as HerrBrock- 
haus, Herr Engelhorn, the president of the 
Borsenverein, and Herr Miihlbrecht. 

The questions most before the congress 
were those of the extension of copyright pro¬ 
tection. The other nations were especially 
anxious to hear from America on this point; 
but aside from a very careful and admirable 
statement by Mr. Putnam on the difficulties in 
the way, it was not possible to give satisfactory 
word, and as the United States is not a party 
to the treaty of Berne, its delegates abstained 
from voting on questions connected with the 
treaty. Mr. Putnam stated th*»t the American 
Publishers’ Copyright League had approved the 
principle of extending the period for copyright 
deposit in the case of translations from foreign 
languages, and waiving the manfacturing 
clause on the originals of foreign works, and 
incidentally he made clear that many American 
publishers would be prepared to accede to a 
much wider acceptance of copyright protec¬ 
tion if other interests than those of authors 
and publishers were not involved. The Eng¬ 
lish and foreign representatives, though of 
course disappointed, received these explana¬ 
tions with great courtesy. 

Professor Mavor, of Toronto, came from 
Canada as a representative of its Society of 
Authors, with a suggestion as to the vexed 
question of Canadian copyright which it was 
generally thought might solve that difficulty. 
It was simply that if a license to publish for 
Canada were issued by the copyright proprie¬ 
tor, then other editions (as from England or 
the United States) might be excluded by the 
customs officials, as in the other countries. In 
default of specified arrangements, American 
publishers have held that “ the American mar¬ 
ket ” covers Canada, because that is by geo¬ 
graphical and trade relations part of America; 
while English publishers have claimed all the 
colonies, the Dominion included, as the Eng¬ 
lish market. It cannot be denied that the 
English author may treat for Canada as a 
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third market, and this the proposition would 
make possible for him. The protection of new 
forms or styles of books and of the plan of 
educational works—the latter brought forward 
in a paper by Mr. Heath—were also discussed, 
but left over for the next congress, which is to 
meet in Leipzig in 1901. 

The congress met in three sections, for 
technical, copyright protection, and legal ques¬ 
tions respectively, but there was much cross¬ 
ing of lines, so that copyright was in fact 
discussed in all. Discounts and the credit 
system had much attention, particularly in a 
careful statement as to German methods, read 
in the first section. 

The ancient Stationers’ Hall formed a de¬ 
lightful place of meeting, and was the scene 
also of the memorable banquet given by the 
Stationers’ Company, at which admirable 
speeches were made by Professor Bryce, Mr. 
Putnam, Mr. Lecky, M. Brunetiere, and others. 
Mr. Putnam’s address was especially scholarly 
as well as happy. Delightful hospitalities were 
extended individually by the London publish¬ 
ers. Messrs. Cassell gave an interesting ex¬ 
hibition of black-and-white in Cutlers’ Hall, 
and a brilliant conversazione in the Guildhall 
fitly closed the meeting.

THE WORLD’S OUTPUT OF BOOKS. 

“ Having obtained, through the kindness of 
Lord Cromer, some particulars of the output of 
the Egyptian National Printing Press, at Beu- 
lak, it occurred to me,” writes Ronald Smith 
to the London Bookseller , (June 13, 1899,) “ that 
it might be useful to show, in tabular form, the 
extent to which each country contributed annu¬ 
ally to the world’s literature. In pursuing in¬ 
quiries with this object in view, I was met, al¬ 
most at the outset, with evidence of progress 
in regard to the statistics of book production 
where it was least expected, and where ex¬ 
pected—where, indeed, I made certain of get¬ 
ting it—it was not forthcoming, although re¬ 


quested through an official channel. It would 
hardly strike one that Egypt and Greece would 
separately illustiate, statistical advancement 
and statistical backwardness. Yet this is pre¬ 
cisely true. As shown in the return obtained 
through the courtesy of the British Agency at 
Cairo, Egypt produces annually in Arabic and 
European languages an average of 164 new 
books classified under fourteen heads, such as 
history, poetry, law, belles-lettres, travel, etc., 
etc., and prints 226,200 copies; 171,500 in 
Arab : c and 54,700 in European languages. On 
the other hand, although inquiries have been 
made at Athens through the British Legation, 
no trustworthy information in regard to the 
production of books in Greece could be ob¬ 
tained, the member of the Legation to whose 
good offices I am indebted stating that there 
are no statistics of the kind. And this was no 
mere diplomatic answer, but the conclusion to 
which he had come, after repeated efforts, each 
unsuccessful, to obtain an account of the books 
produced in Greece. It is rather curious, too, 
that in Russia, where bureaucratic development 
seems almost the chief end of man—at any rate, 
the official man—there should be no figures 
giving the book produciion of the Empire. 
Estimates in the nature of rough guesses, 
rough enough to be extremely wide of the 
truth, have been made, but to serve the object 
of this paper I could be content with nothing 
less than approximate figures. And even 
these the authorities of the Imperial Library 
are not in a position to give. At any rate, 
though the exceedingly courteous authorities 
would not say positively that they either had 
not, or would not give the particulars re¬ 
quested, they found so many difficulties con¬ 
veniently in the way that their answer was 
really a civil negative. Their diplomacy for¬ 
bids them to put any one off with an indifferent 
story, but it is one all the same. So that Rus¬ 
sia, as well as Greece, may be classed as lack¬ 
ing statistical evidence of the annual output of 
books within herbounds. 

“ Turning to Italy, I find already prepared by 
the Central National Library at Florence a 
remarkably full and interesting table giving 
particulars of the works published in Italy since 
1886. The records probably contain schedules 
of publications before that year, but the table 
which I have received through the kindness 
of the British embassy in Rome, giving data 
of publications for twelve years down to 1897, 
will suffice for my present purpose. 

“ In Austria no official Austrian bibliography 
exists up to the present date, the difficulties in 
the way arising from the variety of languages 
in which the literature of Austria is published 
not having been yet surmounted. That some 
progress is being made towards the produc¬ 
tion of an Austrian bibliography may be in¬ 
ferred from the fact that the authorities of 
the Imperial Library—that is, the library of 
the court—are collecting particulars respecting 
publications in the different languages of the 
empire. Some data regarding German, Czech¬ 
ian, Bohemian, and Polish literature have been 
obtained, but as yet no means have been found 
to obtain data, sufficiently complete, respecting 
Croatian, Slavonian,and Italian(Austrian.)pub- 
lications. Nor does it appear that in Germany 
an official bibliography exists; at any rate, no 
particulars giving the annual output of books 
are published by the German Government, and 
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for the figures in the appended table I am in¬ 
debted to the good offices of Viscount Gough, 
and to Williams & Norgate, the publishers.* 
About one thousand works of all kinds are 
published yearly in Switzerland, but as no law 
exists there compelling their authors to supply 
copies to the National Library, the figure given 
is only approximate. No details are available 
in regard to the nature or classification of the 
works. In Belgium the average annual pro¬ 
duction of books varies from 2000 to 2200 vol¬ 
umes per annum, and the reviews, periodicals, 
etc., number between 700 and 800. The au¬ 
thorities issue a complete and well-indexed 
list in two volumes of all the books, reviews, 
and the like published annually. There is no 
official account published of the book produc¬ 
tion in the Netherlands, but through the good 
offices of Sir Henry Howard, the British Min¬ 
ister at the Hague, I am enabled to give the 
list drawn up by Monsieur Bijvanck, of the 
Royal Library. This list differs only slightly 
from one most kindly compiled for me by 
J. H. Heteren, Secretary to the Dutch Society 
of Booksellers. The three Scandinavian King¬ 
doms—Denmark, Sweden, and Norway—keep 
trustworthy accounts, though not official, of 
the books each produces. For the production 
in Denmark I am much indebted to Mr. John¬ 
stone, of the British Legation in Copenhagen, 
whose figures are compiled from the journal 
Nor disk Boghandlertidcnde. I should add that 
the works of many of the most distinguished

Norwegian authors (Ibsen, Bjornson, etc.,) are 
published in Copenhagen. Mr. Pakenham, 
the British Minister at Stockholm, has been so 
good as to furnish me with details of book 
production in Sweden, and Mr. Stewart Mac¬ 
Gregor, our Vice-Consul at Christiania, and 
Messrs. Cammermeyer, the well-known Nor¬ 
wegian booksellers, have provided the mate¬ 
rials for the list for Norway. 

“ The production of books in France is large; 
the list is in two volumes, published by the 
Cercle de la Librairie, Paris. In Portugal sta¬ 
tistics are . so little cultivated that it excites 
some surprise that any should be asked for. 
At any rate, none could be obtained though 
most diligently sought after. Much the same 
thing may be said for Spain, with this addition, 
that last year Spain had something else* to 
think about. China seems outside the libra¬ 
rian’s purview, there being neither statistics of 
book production obtainable nor any machinery 
in the Empire whereby these might be pro¬ 
cured. Though Japan takes no account as 
yet of her contribuiions to the world’s output 
of books, she will not be long behind European 
countries in this regard. 

“ In 1880, the year in which The Publish¬ 
ers’ Weekly of New York began to gather 
statistics of books produced in the United 
States, the total was 2076 books. Year by 
year the production has slowly increased, and 
in 1897 the total of 4171 new books and 757 
new editions was reached. In the following 
particulars are given of the production of books 
in Canada, but it may be useful to point out 
that a copy of every book registered in Canada 
is furnished to the British Museum. 

“ 1 find that the total average production 
annually of the thirteen countries represented 
in the table is 77,250 works.”

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Rev. Samuel Harris, D.D., professor of 
^systematic theology at Yale University, and 
formerly president of Bowdoin College (1867- 
1871,) died at Litchfield, Conn., June 26. He 
was born at East Machias, Me., June 14, 1814. 
He was graduated from Bowdoin in 1833 and 
7 from Andover Theological Seminary in 1838. 
After teaching several years and preaching 
iour years Dr. Harris became professor of 
systematic theology in the Bangor Theological 
Seminary. In 1867 he was elected president 
of Bowdoin. In 1871 he resigned and accepted 
the professorship at Yale, which he held until 
nis death. Dr. Harris won distinction both as 
a writer and as a speaker, his power of ex¬ 
temporary speech being marked. His pub¬ 
lished works include the following: “ Zaccheus, 
the Scriptural Plan of Beneficence” (1844,) 
“The Kingdom of Christ on Earth” (1874,) 
"“The Philosophical Basis of Theism” (1883) 
—the best known of his works—and “Self- 
Revelation of God” (1887.) He also contrib¬ 
uted many articles to The New-Englander and 
to Bibliotheca Sacra. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

A new novel by Mrs. Humphry Ward is to 
appear in Harper's Magazine next year. The 
'title is “ Eleanor.” 

F. Marion Crawford’s new novel is said to 
<leal with Italian secret societies and to bear 
-the title of “ The Anarchists.” 

Fraulein Benigna Kant, a grand-niece of 
Immanuel Kant, the author of the “Criticism 
of the Pure Reason,” died recently at the poor 
house at Mittau, in Kurland, aged seventy-two, 
^destitute and without friends. 

F. P. Dunne, the author of “ Mr. Dooley,” 
has arranged to write a series of articles on 
English life to appear periodically in England 
.as well as in this country. In an interview 
with a London Chronicle representative Mr. 
Dunne told the story of the evening paper in 
which “ Mr. Dooley ” first made his appearance 
—an ill-fated sheet which the gods loved. One 
day, just before the end, a funeral passed the 
•office with a band playing the “ Dead March ” 
in “ Saul.” The editorand Mr. Dunne watched 
it with emotion and fear. “ Can it be,” they 
whispered, “ our subscriber?” 

Professor Benjamin Ide Wheeler, of 
Cornell, was elected on June 16 president of 
the California State University. Professor 
Wheeler was born in Randolph, Mass., in 1854. 
and was the son of a Baptist minister. He 
prepared for college at Colby Academy, New 
London, N. H., and was graduated at Brown 
University in 1875. For the following four 
years he was a teacher of the classics in the 
Providence High School, and then for two 
years an instructor in Brown. In 1881 he went 
abroad and studied for four years at Leipsic, 
Heidelberg, Jena, and Berlin. In the spring 
-of 1885 he also travelled and studied in Greece. 
He received the degree of Ph.D. at Heidel¬ 
berg. Upon his return to this country he 
•served a year as an instructor at Harvard, and 
then, in 1886, was chosen to fill the chair of 
•Greek and comparative philology at Cornell, 
where he has since remained. In 1897 he spent 


a year in Athens as a professor in the Ameri¬ 
can School of Classical Studies. In 1892 Pro¬ 
fessor Wheeler declined a chair in the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago, and he was among those 
talked of for the presidency of Brown when 
Dr. Andrews resigned, and also for the presi¬ 
dency of the University of Rochester, but he 
declined the overtures made to him. He is 
the author of “The Greek Noun Accent,” 
and, with two other scholars, of “ The History 
of Language.” The series of articles on Alex¬ 
ander the Great now appearing in the Century 
Magazine is written by him. He has also con¬ 
tributed to many philological and scientific 
journals. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

In the July Critic will be printed M. H. 
Spielmann’s attack on the authenticity of the 
Thackeray papers and illustrations now being 
printed in that magazine. In the same num¬ 
ber will be printed the reply of Mr. Dickson, 
who is the collector and editor of this collection 
of Thackeray’s contributions to Punch. Mr. 
Spielmann’s insinuations to the contrary, Mr. 
Dickson is not a “fakir,” but a gentleman of 
unquestioned honor, who has long been known 
to Thackeray lovers as possessing one of the 
largest and best collections of Thackeray edi- 
•tions, manuscripts, and “ ana ” in America. 

The first number of The Prison Forum , a 
prison paper to be published monthly by the 
inmates of the penal institutions of the City 
of New York, written, illustrated, and printed 
in the prisons, was published on June 17, and 
5000 copies were distributed among the pris¬ 
oners, a few being sent outside the walls. The 
editor is a young man who was brought up in a 
wayward’s children’s home and in the Elmira 
Reformatory, and is now serving a sentence in 
the Blackwell’s Island Penitentiary for grand 
larceny. The publisher formerly conducted a 
musical magazine in New York, and the artists 
who have illustrated the first number show 
considerable skill. The paper is printed in 
the Kings County Penitentiary. It is 8 by 12 
inches in size, and has sixteen three-column 
pages. The editorial page tells of the pur¬ 
poses and aims of the new paper. A page is 
given to open letters from inmates of the dif¬ 
ferent prisons, telling, over initials, what they 
will do when they get out of the institutions. 
There is a page of clever verse headed “ The 
Rhyme Factory,” and a page devoted entirely 
to jokes.
